On tho roof of a five-story east nfdo toun- 


ment lint night a boy was sitting astride of 
tho wooden frame to which tho clothes lines 
wore attached. On n chimney a little way off 
was another lx>y. On tho peak of tho little 
structure abovo the sc'nttlo in tho roof a third 
was posed, A fourth loaned us far out from 
tho front wall as ho could without fulling to 
the street below. Othor roofs all over that 
l»irt of tho city had other boys in like jxwl- 
lions. All of them hold strings in their 
hands, and tip against tho clouds in tho oust 
hundreds of kites wore wriggling anil dart- 
ing around like tadpoles, 


•'Whore did you got that kite?" was nsked 


of the boy on the gable abovo tho scuttle. 


"Bought it," said he. 
"How much did it cost?' 
"Co"t. Ray, havo yor got any string?" 
"Tho penny kite," said a dcnlor, "is a 


simple affair, but those unfamiliar with tlio 
bnt,ini)s.s think it u marvel of cheapness. Thoy 
aro all nliko in slzo und shupo, but illfl'or iu 
color. 
Tho klto consists of a piece of paper 


and three slender sticks. 
The pioco of paper 


is from one-eighth to one-sixth of a full sheet, 
a roam of which will wo'gh forty pounds. 
The paper costs 7 cents a pound, so tho piece* 
for n klto costs nbont one-sixteenth of u cent. 
A foot of jiine will mako sticks for sixty 
kilos. 
At tho inarkut rate for lumber thoy 


w(!l 
cost about as much UK tho paper, or n 


little more. 
The materials of tho kite thus 


cost uljout one-eighth of u cent. Bomotimes 
the paper Is printed with a picture of a horse 
or n yacht, or some other fancy cut. This 
adds !i*i cents a thousand to tho cost, butgivcs 
u variety for the boys to chooso from. 


"The paper, cut to tho right size, is piled 


on u ttiblo on ono side of a girl. Two piles of 
slicks are at her other hand, and a pot of 
paste (ind a brush before her. Hho spreads 
out 
a 
piece 
uf 
the paper und runs 


tho pasto brush around tho edge. Then 
two 
of 
tho 
longer 
sticks 
aro 
laid 


ou In the form of an X 
Across the cross of 


the X u Bhortor one is laid. 
Then tho pasted 


edges of tho paper arc folded over, eudosiug 
tho eud of the sticks. 
The completed kite Is 


laid away to dry. 
Cost for labor, one-six- 


toouth of a cent. Cost of tho klto, throe six- 
teenths of a cent. 
Some cost OB high as 


throe-fifths of n cent, but they sell no bettor 
Ulan tho others. 
Thoro is a fair margin of 


profit all around."
